Adjusting the CW carrier level often times doesn't has nothing to do with 
the SSB power level on many rigs. 

Also, doing things such as turning the mic gain down simply lowers the 
average power by attenuating the microphone level but does nothing to limit 
the peak envelope power. The peak envelope power could still reach the 
rig's full rated power output even though the power meter barely deflects. 
Even though the output meter may be reading the ALC voltage, it simply can't 
respond fast enough to indicate the peaks of the envelopes. I've known many 
SSB QRP'ers that only thought they were QRP because their meter didn't 
deflect much. 


To properly adjust the SSB output it is usually required to adjust the ALC 
level to limit all transmit power. In my experiences this is has always 
been an internal control. I have seen a few rigs that do have an actual RF 
output control (labeled as such) and probably control the ALC directly. Now 
my rigs have all been pretty old and therefore it may be common for more 
moderns rigs may allow direct control of the ALC from the front panel but I 
wouldn't count on it. All of the ALC adjustments I've messed with do limit 
the peak envelope power in all modes and the suggested method of adjusting 
the ALC while in CW then switching to SSB will work. All power output will 


be limited to what ever the ALC is adjusted to. In the case of my Kenwood 
TS-130V (factory set to 11 watts PEP output) I can still use the speech 
processor to increase my average talk power yet keep the PEP below 5 watts 
with the internal ALC adjusted properly. 


As far as what qualifies for SSB QRP, well that all seems to depend on the 
organization as mentioned in earlier posts. If you're operating a contest 
then that contest's rules will usually spell it out. I just limit 
everything to 5 watts and be done with it.

Well, I really wasn't planning to work so many hours in this test, but I 


just can't stop once I get started! I haven't given any serious attention to 
past ARCI QSO parties, but I'll bet attendance at this one stacks up with 


the best of them. Score here was ~630,000 off 222 QSO's on 40, 20, 15, and 
10 meters. Last fall that would have made the top ten scores; this year 
it'll be lucky to make the top 25, I'll bet. 


This was my first attempt at logging/sending by computer. I used TR. My 
apologies to those few of you who suffered through my several bouts of 
"operator error." All in all I think everyone came out ahead, because they 
didn't have to suffer through my sending errors. Computer logging will be 
the norm for contests in this shack from now on. 


The purists among you would notice (if you examined my log) that I sent 
"honest" RST's, but you'd also see that most of them were 559--average 
Signals. But that's because QRP'ers do that among themselves. I doubt if I'd 
do it in a major contest--the actual value of RST isn't useful under those 
circumstances, and it'd probably just tee off the real contesters. 


An observation: I had the computer set to only send each part of the 
exchange once (i.e. no repeat on RST, SPC, or number). I note that only ina 
small fraction of QSO's was I asked for repeats. Makes me think that, as a 
rule, we shouldn't send anything twice in the exchange, but instead wait to 
be asked for a repeat. But in a large portion of the exchanges things were 
repeated when sent to me. Usually, I didn't need the repeats. Of course, 
there's always exceptions... 


Thanks to the ARCI gang for sponsoring such a great event! And thanks to all 
of you who turned out and made it such fun! Now, everybody get ready for SS, 
eh?

I am not much of a radio technician - you are, I am certain, far more 
qualified to speak about this than I am. And I don't mean to debate you - 
I simply don't have the background, but the physical evidence speaks for 
itself. The problem is that there has to be an easy way for the average 
ham to be fairly sure they are running no more than 10 watts PEP when using 
SSB without resorting to a lot of test gear. I don't own a K-2, but when I 
set my Yaesu FT-840 at 5 watts for CW (and verify it with a WM-1), I get 5 
watts out on key down.

Hi Steve, 
No problem. There is always a lot of confusion over this issue. 


It sounds like all we have here is a difference in how some 100W rigs handle 
power control at QRP levels. ALC (Automatic Level Control) in most rigs limits 
their peak envelope output power at their 'normal' (non QRP) operating power 
ranges by watching the detected peak output power and using that voltage to 
control their TX drive. I suspect that your FT-840 is at the bottom of its ALC 
power control range when you turn the power below 10W. As a result there is 
little or no control based upon peak power, which you noted when your SSB 
power peaked over 5W. (It's ALC probably never kicks in until you are much 
higher in peak power.) At higher power levels my earlier statements about the 


ALC controlling peak power will probably be true. Since ALC in most 100W rigs 
is mostly there to control power as you approach their maximum output (to 
avoid clipping and splatter) this probably makes sense for them. Many 100W 
rigs do not have good ALC control at QRP levels. 


The best way to reduce power on 100W rigs to QRP levels is to provide a 
negative ALC voltage to their external ALC jack. This way you are able to 
accurately control your power with good ALC peak power control. This method 
has been discussed numerous times here on QRP-L and in QST. You set the rig's 
CW power to a slightly higher level (say 10-25W) and then increase the 
external negative ALC voltage until it drops to your desired level. Peak power 
will then be limited to that level for both CW and SSB signals. 


Peak Envelope power is still defined as the maximum power in the RF envelope, 
even when it is varying in real time for SSB. For CW it is constant at the 
peak value. For SSB it randomly hits the peak value depending upon the 
modulating signal. Most of the time SSB signal envelope peaks are well below 
their peak values, hence their lower ‘average power'. There is a pretty good 
discussion of this in the ARRL handbook. 


I wasn't implying the ARRL 5W peak standard and the ARCI 10W peak standard 
were equivalent. They are simply based upon two arbitrary definitions on what 
is SSB QRP. I guess when in an ARCI contest 10W peak is OK and when in an ARRL 
contest 5W is the rule. When in regular QSO's.... do what you feel is 
appropriate for you. 


I hope this clarifies things. The issue isn't how SSB versus CW peak power is 
defined. Its really is about how well each rig controls its peak power at QRP 
levels.

I have been engaged in a rather lengthy discussion with a member regarding 
the rule saying that the hound must send, "QRP-L and/or OUTPUT POWER." 


My friend suggests that because only valid QRP-L members get counted in 
the "final" log, it is posssible that a fair amount of time may be wasted 


if the fox has to repeated ask for "fills" of the hound output power. 


The point I make is that the foxhunt is also part of our grand and 


glorious tradition of studying propagation, and that RF power is an 
important issue to QRPers. 


So to CLARIFY the exchange, 


Traditionally, most every hound has sent RF power even though it is not 
REALLY required IF you have a QRP-L number. Please continue this 
tradition. 


Traditionally, most every FOX has included the hound power in the log. 
Please continue this tradition, BUT, remember that it is NOT a requirement 
of a successful QSO, you DO NOT need to waste any time on fills if you 
miss a QRP-L member's RF power.

The NQ2RP/B beacon may have a couple of spurs, and I need a confirming 
report. 


If anyone hears the beacon today (28.2875 MHz), give a listen about +/- 
12 KHz and see if you hear it again. 


I am about 2 miles from the beacon site, and I am hearing the additional 
signals, but the main sig is VERY strong here, so this might be a signal 
generated in the RX at my site. The signal, as strong as it is, is not 

strong enough to "see" it with my spectrum analyzer, so it's better than 
-30 dBc. I can "see" the main signal, but only 25-30 dB out of my noise 
floor.

I took the plunge at Pacificon and bought a K2. There are a couple of 
reasons why I waited. One, I did not want to be a beta tester, as I wanted 
the rig to be "finished" when I built my kit, and the reports on qrp-l were 
indicating that they had the bugs worked out and it was ready to go. 
Another reason was that I wanted to see what improvements Wayne and Eric 
made from the beta version. And, I wanted the SSB adapter to be available. 
All of these conditions were met and I decided it was time to buy. 


I inventoried the kit, and found a couple of parts missing. An email to 
Eric and they were on the way. Very good service. If anyone understands 
about missing parts it is me. 


The kit is built in modules. There are 3 boards to build, the control 
board, the front panel board and the main RF Board. Each is a very, very 
high quality board. Silk screened board, solder mask, excellent job. 


The only problems and these are very minor, was that D3 did not fit the 
holes, the leads on the 2N5179 transistors were formed for wider hole 
Spacing, and the 33pF and 39pF caps lead spacing was too wide. One end of 
D3 was a "barely fit", the other would not go. There was a build up of 
plating in the plated through hole. It was a simple thing to use a #67 
drill and drill out the hole. But, when you do this, you must be certain 
to solder the part on both sides of the board, because you have probably 


removed the plating that interconnects the two sides of the board. The 
leads on the caps had to be bent a little, it was a minor irritant. The 
transistors were a little harder to do, as I had to be careful straightening 
the leads. 


The most fun about this kit is the way that it goes together mechanically. 
It is a marvel how it all fits together. I really enjoyed fitting the parts 
to build the case, and then having everything fit perfectly. When you slide 
the boards together and they fit, the feeling is one of satisfaction. My 
wife was watching me do it, and she laughed. I asked her what she was 
laughing at, and she said that she wished that she had had a camera to take 
a picture of the expression on my face when I put the boards together. By 
the way, I am building the kit on the kitchen cabinets. Lots of light, 
ceramic tile surface, and I am able to be in the same room as JoAnne, so she 
doesn't feel that I am hiding in my "room". I also am able to build 
standing up which I find is much more comfortable. 


My impression of the K2 so far is that it is the best kit I have ever seen. 
The complexity is over shadowed only by its simplicity. Now that is a true 
oxymoron, but K2 builders know exactly what I mean. The rig is full of 
complex design, but they have made it simple to build. The manual is 
superbe, the best that I have ever seen. Heathkit never had one as good as 
this. I do feel however that this is an intermediate to advanced kit. YOU 
MUST KNOW HOW TO SOLDER to build this kit. You must have the right 
equipment, and you must follow directions. (I had to desolder a 16 pin IC, 
and that was not fun. I did not look at the silkscreen and installed it 
backwards, my error entirely.) If you have experience at soldering and have 
never built a transceiver, yes you can build a K2 as your first kit. But 
you better be a good solderer, and you better know what you are doing. I 
think that you would be far better off building a single band transceiver, 
such as the Elmer 101 SWL+ series or the SST before you tackle the K2. That 
said, I also believe that you can build the K2 as a first kit and be 
successful, but only if you have good soldering skills before you start. 

The K2 is not the place to learn how to solder. 


I am about 1/3 done, and enjoying the process immensely. My goal is to have 
it finished by CW Sweepstakes. More to follow. 72, Doug

>I wasn't able to get this to work. I cracked open my copy of "The Art 
>of Electronics" - page 557 has some ideas for pulse generators which 
>work pretty well. Basically you use a 7400 (probably a 74132 
>w/hysteresis would be less glitchy) in your favorite logic family (mine 
>is HC). The square wave is applied to one input of the first 7400 NAND 
>gate. The square wave is also applied to both inputs of the second 7400 
>NAND gate - this acts as an inverter. The output of the second gate is 
>connected to the other input of the first NAND gate (this is getting 
>complicated ;) Finally the output of the first NAND gate is inverted 
>thru yet another (the third) 7400 NAND gate. This yields a very short 
>pulse (less than 10 ns) on the rising edge of the square wave. I 
>lengthened the pulse to 125 ns or so by making the connection from the

My original circuit uses an HC4020 to divide the 15.36 MHz by 768 
(combining outputs Q8 and Q9 into an 'HCOO NAND gate and then inverting 
it again through a second NAND gate with the inputs tied). The output 
is used to both reset the counter and toggle an 'HC74 flip flop (giving 


the final division by two and producing a square wave). I designed it 
in this screwy way because I erroneously thought that I needed a 
square wave output and did not realize that the pulse output generated 
by the HC4020/'HCOO combo was sufficient for the job. 


Using the pulse output I was able to hear both the odd and even 
harmonics, as both of you note. 


I have also tried some other circuits with 10.000 MHz crystals with division 
by 10 yielding square waves. With those circuits, even with square wave 
output, I COULD hear the even harmonics. 


I am thinking that the problem which I observed is related to the 
low frequency of my marker's fundamental frequency (10 kHz). I don't 
have a spectrum analyzer so I can only speculate.

I can't answer about the electical convention, but I CAN say it's not 
always a good idea to rely on the water pipe for an earth ground. In 
some homes people have installed non-conductive water softeners, or just 
plain replaced old water pipe with newer plastic pipe. There's no 


guarantee of DC continuity to the mains. 


In fact, I bought a cheap cartridge water filter and it came with a 
length of bare copper wire for bridging the plastic filter body for 
electricity.

ANYTHING with electricity should carry a warning! Just because a 
warning isn't there doesn't mean you should charge in blindly... 


And while I think that it's great to have ‘advice' like this, I really 
have 

to say it scares me that some people feel that since there was no 
warning for their area, they don't have to worry. 


Back in 1987 I moved from a house that had 30amp 110 service 

(knob and post in some spots!) to my 'new' house. I thought 
nothing could be as bad as the rental, with 5 fuseboxes, all fed 
from that single 30amp fuse.... (The house was built in the 1800's, 
it actually SNOWed in the bedroom!) I had convinced my landlady 
to upgrade the service, so a 200amp 220v service was put in. But 
it had two breakers. A 30amp 220 gang pair that I put to my dryer, 
and a single 30amp 110v breaker that fed the existing house 

wiring. I did add a another breaker, a 15amp 110v feed, to the 
dining room just to run my microwave. Anyway, I moved to my 

new house, and thought things couldn't be as bad. 


I got a 'tingle' from my VCR. I chased it down. The cable company 
had grounded to an electrical junction box in my furnace room. 


I found out that is illegal!! 


Only trouble was about 1/2 the outlets in my house when I bought 


it had neutral and ground reversed. (Yeah, some idiot..... ) 
And at least two had HOT flipped to another lead. The end result 
was that the electrical junction box was at 110VAC. When I found 


that (I had recently purchased and moved into the house) I 

IMMEDIATELY, ie that night, got a ‘polarity checker' LED thingie 

and checked all my outlets, in the entire house. Then I later went 
back with a 100 foot spool of wire that was grounded to a KNOWN 

good ground, and checked EVERYTHING with a meter. I discovered 

all the bad wiring in the den, a bar, a downstairs bedroom, the furnace 
room, and a workshop. About half of all the outlets were wrong. But 
surprisingly, I found NO lights and wall switches wrong, at least, once 
the outlets were fixed. 


One problem was the serial nature of the setup. Flip wires at one 
junction, then flip at another to return to OK. But fix the first, and 
now 

all the rest after the second flip is bad. 


AND I discovered that my GFI was wired wrong for the pool!! TI got 
knocked on my butt in the process of checking it!! 


So please, DON'T look at these postings as good or bad. Look at 
them as a "GET OFF YOUR BUTT AND CHECK YOURSELF! !"

I recently got one of the Arctime Atomic clocks from Rod, NORC and I really 
love it. It was worth it's weight in gold during the QRP-ARCI contest this 
weekend. Recently here has been some discussion regarding the use of an 
external antenna for the clock. I thought I'd pass along my experiences 
from NC. 


I found the clock needed to be in a window with the little antenna 


perpendicular to Ft. Collins. This worked well but I couldn't see the 
clock from my operating position. One night I sat it next to the operating 
desk on the top of a 1941 Hallicrafters SX-28 receiver in order to be able 
to see it. To my amazement, it locks on to WWVB no matter which the little 
antenna is oriented. It has never failed to lock on in over a month. 


There must be some antenna action going on between the steel cabinet of the 
SX-28 and the clock antenna. I wouldn't suggest anyone run out and buy an 
85 lb boatanchor but I'm wondering if a simple pie pan or even a small 
metal plate might give the same results for us in the eastern US.

Looks like our BETA 1 software survived it's first real test, with at 
least 2 bugs being exposed. None of these bugs are "lethal" though, and 
as far as I know, no data was lost. 

Please remember that these versions are BETA level copies. That means 
that the software has been locally tested, but is not completely stable, 
and no guarantees can be made as to it's total performance. That's one 
reason why it is free. It's ALWAYS a good idea to run new BETA software 
before you use it in any critical application to see if it does really 
what you expect. 


Several folks here ran the software, and had absolutely no 
difficulties, myself included with well over 200 QSO's. A few, not 
unexpectantly, did have glitches, however: 


1.) No support for DX sections. 
I will make this available in the next BETA release, version 2.0 


2.) One tester could not enter a power multiplier higher that 1 digit. I 
will fix this also in the next Beta release, version 2.0. I have 
identified the problem area, so this fix will be easy to implement. 


3.) Remember, there is no actual printer support as of now, but it is 
very simple to use the menu to select all, and paste the log to any text 
editor, like Notepad for example, that comes with any WINDOWS version. 
>From Notepad you can print, edit, save etc. 


Again, I will make this available in the next BETA release, version 2.0 


If you have ANY problems at all, please shoot me an E-MAIL, I will do 
EVERYTHING possible to help you in any area of the software. Also, 
many folks successfully ran the software in both the Afield and ARCI 
contests, without reading the included README file. However, it's always 
a good idea to read this file, that is generally supplied with any 
software package these days. You just might save your self some time 
and aggravation. 


You can E-MAIL me from the header above, or go to the web page where 


you downloaded the software, go to the bottom of the page, and click on 
the E-MAIL link. I get the QRP-L list as a digest, so it can take quite 
a long time for me to respond from comments that I read on the list. 


I want to thank everyone for their patience, and their willingness to 
help us in this testing. We can't go any further in this project, 
without your constructive criticism.

Amen! !!! Your post brings back some bad old memories. In '79 I purchased a 7 
yr old custom built house. It was nice with lots of ceramic tile, built-in 
appliances, etc. Guess the contractor was able to afford that by using a 
cheap electrician. 


Replaced the dishwasher because of a leak. Discovered it was not grounded. I 
first thought they had wired it with 12-2 (no ground) but the ground wire was 
actually cut off flush with the sheath. 


Replaced the oven. The flex from the oven was broken (really sharp edges). It 
was connected with wire nuts in an open cabinet - no junction box. And the 
aluminum wire feed had a sharp 180 degree bend because the hole in the 
cabinet didn't match the hole in the wall. 


Installing a ceiling fan I was getting 50VAC with the switch & breaker off. 
Traced it thru 7 boxes (lots of 3/4 way switches) and 4 rooms to one switch 
fed with 2 separate circuits. Don't remember exactly how it fed back but it 
did. 


Aluminum wire was code then but they didn't bother to use NO-OX and I 
discovered that when I put my hand on a VERY warm, paneled wall one day. 
Amazing what high temperatures do to bakelite after a while. 


Several other suprises but the clincher was one day when I went into the 
laundry room. The front face was off the circuit breaker panel. I had 
troubleshot and replaced a breaker a couple of days before and had not 
replaced the cover for some reason. (I know - not good practice but it may 
have saved my life) As I glanced at the panel I saw a 2 1/2 inch knockout 
sitting almost vertically between the feeds from the power co. Any decent 
bump would have caused it to fall over, short the feeds and .... You can 
figure out the rest. The panel was under the upper stairs of a split level 
and backed up to the family room. At the time I had a very active 4 year old. 


The only thing I can figure is the panel top knockout had been removed then 
it was installed with a bottom feed. The unused top hole was then covered 
with another knockout, and possibly taped. Gravity finally won out some 15 
years later. 


Every house I have lived in, new or pre-owned, has had some electrical goofs. 
These were not low end shacks either. I always check with a VOM, then double 
check. You never know what you'll find.

I have one of the commercially available G5RV's -- the kind with 33' (I 
think) of twin lead going into a maybe 6" long PVC tube (capped at both 
ends) followed by RG-58 (maybe RG-8X -- I'm too lazy to look right now) into 
the shack. Well, the bands have been dead here for a few days, which 
seemed ordinary considering all the remarks on the list about dead bands. 
Now I know why. 


The twin lead pulled out from inside the PVC balun, so I have no antenna -- 
just coax on the ground. (My G5SRV is almost exactly 33' off the ground in 
the center, so it was difficult to notice my new problem.) Despite the fact 
that I have an antenna tuner, I feel fortunate that I haven't transmitted 
recently. 


My question is, can this be repaired easily? What is likely inside the PVC 
(both ends are sealed "forever" so I can't easily see)? Is there an easy 
way to open the PVC housing up so I can preserve what's inside, or should I 
just cut it off from the other end, then start over (except I need to know 
what is likely inside that PVC balun thing). 


Any ideas would be appreciated. I would rather repair what I have at ground 
level rather than lowering the antenna and starting over again.
